178,519,000 Bushels 


Alberta’s 1927 crop—big enough 
to bring prosperity to any province 
‘syas plaeed at 178,619,000 bushels 
ef wheet and 115,233,000 bushels of 
oats, in the revised estimates of the 
dominion bureau of statiatica, Other 
grain crops included 14,273,000 bush- 
els of barley, and 2,469,000 bushels of 
fall rye, and 192,000 bushels of 
spring rye. 

The average yields thpnaatdint the 
province were as. follows: fall 
wheat 31.8; spring wheat, 28.6; 
oats, 61.3; barley 35.7; fall rye, 26.1; 
spring rye 24; peas, 18.8; flaxseed 
M4. 

The Alberta crop formed approxi- 
mately 40“per cent of the total of 
the dominion, which produced 444,- 
282,000 bushels this year. 

One of the chief features of this

(Advice of a Red Cross Nurse) 

Communicable diseases are what 
,most people call “catching’’ diseases, 
' Pormerly they were called “contag- 
ious or infectious,” but these terms 
are going out of use. The home 
nurse who knows how communicable 
diseases are spread will be able to 
“are for a patient in such a way as 
to lessen the danger of the disease 
to the other members of the family 
and the community. _ To prevent the 
spread of communicable diseases is 
just as important a duty of the home 
nurse as is the care and comfort of 
the patient. 


Bach kind of communicable  dis- 
ease is caused by its own kind of 
Germ. Disease germs are spread 
by the discharges of the nose, throat, 

bladder, and bowels. These germ 
aden discharges may be carried to 
other persons directly by a 


spray 
from a cough or sneeze, foods, the 
common drinking cup, towels, un- 
clean hands, ete., all are indirect 


causes for disease. Germs enter the 
body of another person through the 
mouth, nose, or rarely through 
breaks in «he skin. 

The three “Fs’’ in the transfer of 
communicable diseases are files, 
food, and fingers.

Better Than Oil For Rubber Bearings 
Is Claim 
A discovery has been made which 
has caused wide interest in the engin- 
eering world. It is claimed that rub- 
ber bearings lubricated with plain 
water can do all that oiled gun-metal 
or other bearings can do, and that 
oil for lubrication can be dispensed 
with. Rubber bearings have now been 
tested on heavy machines running 
5,000 revolutions a minute. A particle

Of Colony In Saskatehewan 

Peter Veregin, Jr., leader of the 
Doukhobors in Canada, has announc- 
ed a plan of expansion, centralizing at 
Veregin, Saskatchewan, which event- 
ually will have a population of from 
30,000 to 50,000 Doukhobors. . The 
plan evolved by Veregin after a three 
months stay inCanada, indicates that 
colonies as at present constituted will 
not be altered, but that the colony at 
Veregin will be for immigrants from 
Central Russia. 

Radical changes are involved in the 
establishment of the colony. One of 
the outstanding results expected is 
that the Doukhobors will become ac- 
tive participators in the upbuilding of 
Canada, and will not be the passive 
people they have been since coming to 
the country.

Neatsightedness, or myopia, is 
widely prevalent among the human 
species because man has not yet com- 
pletely ceased being a fish, it was as- 
serted by Dr. Eugene G. Wiseman of 
Buffalo. Chairman of the American 
Academy of ‘Optometry, which held 
its annual convention at ‘the hotel 
Pennsylvania, New York. ‘ 
“We have found,” Dr. Wiseman 
said, ‘that a great proportéon-of cas- 
es of myopia are caused by the fact 
that the eyes naturally diverge to the 
right and to the left instead of look- 
ing straight ahead.
